KURUSU ARRIVES 
IN U.S; HOPES 
FOR TOUCHDOWN 


This Is Remark of Special 
Japanese Envoy as He 
Comments at San Fran- 
cisco on His Task. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—Japan’s special envoy to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Saburo Kurusu, 
reached San Francisco today by 
Clipper. The big ship cruised over 
the city for two hours before it 


could settle onto the fog-shrouded | 


bay. 
“Why do you think I came such 


a long way?” was his reply to 
questions of interviewers to wheth- 
er he hoped for peace in the Pa- 
cific. He is making the long air 
voyage from Tokyo for conference 
with President Roosevelt. 

“I came to offer my all-out as- 
sistance to my colleague, Ambassa- 
dor Nomura in Washington,” he 
said. “I fully realize the difficulty 
of my task, 

“But I hope to break through 
the line and make a touchdown.” 

“As a diplomat with an im- 
portant mission I am not in posi- 
tion to say much,” he commented 
as he left the plane. 

Some believe that upon his con- 
versations with President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hull 
will depend peace or war in the 
Pacific. 

“All talking must be done in 
Washington,” he smiled. And 
pressed further for comment: “All 
ambassadors have some instruc- 
tions.” 

Kurusu will leave by air at 2 
p. m. today for Los Angeles. He 
will fly East, reaching New York 
at 11:55 a. m. tomorrow by Amer- 
ican Airlines. He will arrive in 
Washington at 1:04 p. m 

In a nationwide broadcast from 
Treasure Island, Kurusu said he 
was “qualified to be a good citizen 
of the United States besides being

Tells Press Conference He 
Trusts War in Pacific 
Will Be Avoided—Naval 


Vessels to Remain.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—With- 
drawal of American Marines from 
China, to begin shortly, was an- 
nounced today by President Roose- 
velit, 

The President also announced at 
his press conference that his trip 
to Warm Springs, Ga., scheduled 
to start tomorrow night, had been 
postponed because a lot of things 
were happening and because his 
sinus trouble had not been com- 
pletely cured. 

He declined to give a “preview 
of his conference with John lL. 
Lewis, other union officers and 
representatives of the steel com- 
panies who saw him immediately 
after the press session. 

Postponement- of the Warm 
Springs trip will enable him, if he 
wishes, to confer with Special 
Japanesé Envoy Kurusu, who is ex- 
pected in Washington tomorrow 
after flying the Pacific. The Presi- 
dent said no plans had been made 
for the White House to receive 
Kurusu, who is said to be bring- 
ing new proposals from his Gov- 
ernment for settlement of Ameri- 
can-Japanese problems in the Far 
East. 

Avoids Alarming View. 

In contradiction of the recent 
speeches of Secretaries Knox, Mur- 
genthau, Attorney General Biddle, 
and Under Secretary of State 
Welles, the President declined pub- 
licly to take an alarming view of 
the situation in the Orient. He was 
asked this question: 

“Do you think the American peo- 
ple realize the seriousness of the 
situation in the Far Hast?” 

With almost no hesitation, he re- 
plied that he thought they did. 

“Do you think they overrate the 
seriousness?” another reporter 
asked. 

Roosevelt replied that this was 
a difficult question to answer be- 
cause it had many angles, and 
when a reporter pointed out that 
some people expected a war be- 
tween this country and Japan he 
gravely asserted that he sincerely 
trusted there would be no war. 

Asked if he believed such a war 
could be avoided, he replied that 
if he said no, his remark would be 
misinterpreted and that if he said 
yes, it would be a pure guess. He 
said that he did not know the an- 
swer, the reporters did not know 
it, and no interpreter knew it. 

The President’s answers to these 
questions were in sharp contrast 
to the belligerent remarks of his 
higher ranking subordinates, who 


‘seemingly were talking with presi- 


dential authority. It may well be 
that the refusal of Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Hull to take a 
definite public position ‘regarding 
the imminence of danger in the 
Far Hast is part of a diplomatic 
move to give them a freer hand in 
negotiations with Kurusu. 
Withdrawal of the Marines from 
China was foreshadowed Nov. 7 by 
the White House announcement 
that the question was under con-

22,000-TON SHIP HIT 


EAST OF GIBRALTAR 


Attack by Italian Under- 
sea. Craft Indicated — 
$16,000,000 Vessel 


Third of Type Lost by 


Britain. 


LA LINEA, Spain, Nov. 14 (AP). 
—Thirty-two men are known to 
have been killed and more than 
60 injured in the loss of the British 
aircraft carrier Ark Royal, reports 
here said tonight. 

A British destroyer reached 
nearby Gibraltar at 8 a. m. with 


an: undisclosed number of dead 
and wounded and more casualties 
reached the fortress-base this aft- 
ernoon, 

Observers said British officials 
had made clear that further cas- 
ualty reports could be expected. 
Unofficial reports put the toll as 
high as 100 dead and more than 
200 injured. 

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—The 
three-year-old, $16,000,000 aireraft 
carrier Ark Royal was torpedoed 
late yesterday in the Mediterran- 
ean, east of Gibraltar, probably 
by an Italian submarine, and 
sank early today despite a des- 
perate effort to bring the listing 
ship safely to port, 

The Ark Royal carried down 


with it an undisclosed number of ' 


its crew of about 1600 men who 
remained aboard in the struggle to 
save the ship. 

“A very large number of the 
ship’s company was taken off,” the 
Admiralty said, adding that per- 
sonnel losses were “fortunately not 
heavy.” 

The story of the sinking, pieced 
together from the Admiralty’s 
brief announcement and word in 
authoritative quarters, was that 
the Ark Royal was not in action 
when it was torpedoed and that it 
was en route to Gibraltar. 

Submarine Not Identified. 

The suggestion was that an Ital- 
ian submarine was the victor, al- 
though there was no positive iden- 
tification. 

Many of the company remained 
aboard after the hit or hits and 
helped to keep the Ark Royal 
afloat, in tow, during the hours of 
darkness, as it listed more and 
more. Many worked to the very 
end. The carrfer finally rolied un- 
der the sea short of Gibraltar and 
safety. 

The loss was belated fulfillment 
of many a German claim, since the 
beginning of the war, that the ship 
had been sunk. 

The 22,000-ton vessel was the 
third aircraft carrier lost by Brit- 
ain in the war and the newest of 
them all, 

Its loss was the greatest single 
blow suffered by the British navy 
since the sinking of the battle 
cruiser Hood by the Gerran 
battleship Bismarck between 
ig and Iceland last May

Mexican Police Report Discrepancies in Story 
of How Wealthy American Woman, 65, 


Was Killed. 


MONTERREY, Mexico, Nov. 14 


Eemoke Commissioner Raymond R. | (AP).—The Secretary of the Nuevo 


Leon State police said today that 
Arthur Torrance, under question- 
ing here in connection with the 
death of his bride, a wealthy wid- 
ow, had been identified as Dr. Ar- 
thur Frederick Torrance, the noted 
explorer and expert in tropical 
medicine. 

The police secretary said he had 
established this identity through 
several photos in Dr. Torrance’s 
book, “Jungle Mania,” published in 
1933. 

An inquiry into the death was 
under way this afternoon by Mex- 
ican authorities, who questioned 
the husband for hours last night. 

Police said they found what they 
considered discrepancies in the 
husband’s story about the death 


of his wife, who was Mrs. Ada' 


Loveland, 65 years old, of Early 
Hills, Cal, widow of a Michigan 
paper manufacturer. Torrance is 
55. 
They were on an automobile 
honeymoon. trip in Mexico when 


she was killed last Saturday, os- |. 


tensibly in an automobile accident. 

Police said Torrance’s written 
statement reported that the auto- 
mobile overturned, killing Mrs. 
Torrance by throwing her against 
the rear-view mirror. . But, police 
said, they found no marks on 
the automobile. 

Torrance was taken this after- 
noon to the scerie of his wife's 
death to help reconstruct the cir- 
cumstances. 

Torrance told his questioners that 
he was the Dr. Torrance listed in 
Who's Who, but that he had 
dropped the name Frederick in 
favor of Perry, which he had given 
to police, because “everyone Calls 
me Perry.” 

Mrs, Torrance’s body is sched- 
uled to be exhumed tomorrow aft- 
ernoon to permit*an autopsy. 

District Attorney Joe Juan Valle- 
jo of Monterrey said Torrance was 
detained as the result of a written 
complaint filed by the dead wom- 
an’s son, Richard Loveland, Los 


Angeles attorney, who arrived here 
from Sacramento Tuesday.

These

contends, if normal trade channels, 
namely, junk and waste dealers, 
had been utilized on a non-profit 
basis. So strongly does it feel on 
the subject that officials an- 
nounced recently that future scrap 
collections would be made solely 
through such dealers. 


A final recapitulation on the re- 
sults of the drive is in preparation: 
Latest available figures indicated 
that more than 97 per cent of the 
pots and pans collected in some 
38,000 communities has been sold 
to smelters and that more than 75 
per cent has been removed from 
the concentration points.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 14.—Balti- 
more’s Downtown Committee, com- 
prising heads of 30 large banking, 
business and industrial enterprises, 
has undertaken a three-year plan 
for halting decentralization and 
protecting downtown property 
values by a program of which the 
most immediate features relate to 


the traffic and parking problems. 
The defense boom which has en- 


|livened Baltimore business, and the 


transfer of many Washington gov- 
ernmental activities, which en- 
abled this city to pass St. Louis 
in the 1940 census, hAve not solved 
the downtown problem, which is 
quite similar to that of St. Louis 
and some other American cities, 

Outlying business districts have 
been built up to the detriment of 
the downtown area. The Down- 
town Committee wishes to keep 
the decentralization movement 
from running away with business 
values in the central section. 

As the first tning necessary, it 
has attacked the transportation 
and parking problems. A parking 
association has been formed to 
lease and operate parking facili- 
ties at minimum cost to the pub- 
lic. It ig proposed to forbid all 
parking during the business day 
on the principal business arteries 
in downtown Baltimore. 
Further use of stop signs and 


— one way streets, and more exten- 
fee | sive use of traffic lights, are oth- 
fier traffic 


proposals. Further 
plans, aside from those relating 
directly to traffic, are for mod-_ 
ernization of building exteriors; " 
elimination of street selling, except 
‘fat news. stands; work to counter- 
act and check blight in areas near 


ithe downtown district, and a study 


looking toward revision of prop- 


sierty tax assessements. 


The committee’s program was 
based on a survey made by G. 
Harvey Porter, secretary of the 
Industrial Corporation, a service 
organization working in the inter- 
est of industry and financial in- 
stitutions. 

Porter told the committee that 
the decentralization problem was 


probability, and cited a $53,000,000 
decrease in property assessments 
in the downtown area in 10 years. 
“Decentralization of business 
from the downtown area has been 
caused primarily by an attitude of 
the public mind,” he said: “The 
trend can be reversed only by a 
change of this attitude.

The Baltimore Sun editorially

‘Baltimore can be solved. If

I think that conclusion is unmis- 
takable, and is appréved by ‘the 
overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
cans. . 
‘Indisputable Obligations.’ 

Because it is essential to national 
defense that the necessary coal 
production be continued and not 
stopped; it is therefore the indis- 
putable obligation of the President 
to see that this is done. 

In spite of what some people say, 
I seek always to be a constitu- 
tional President. . 

If legislation becomes necessary 
toward this end, the Congress of 
the United States will without any 
question pass such legislation. And, 
as some of you know, the pressure 
on me to ask for legislation during 
the past couple of months, for one 
reason or another, has been not 
only constant, but it has been very 
heavy.

Two Suggestions. 

In regard to the collective. bar- 
gaining, which I am asking you to 
resume at the end of this meeting, 
I have two suggestions for you to 
consider. 

The first is that you continue 
negotiations, with the hope that 
you can arrive at a conclusion, 
and that if you do not arrive at 
a conclusion, you will submit the 
point or points at issue to an ar- 
biter or arbiters, or anybody else 
with any other name, and that in 
the meantime coal production 
continue. 

The second is that you consider 
other methods relating to employ- 
ment. As I understand it, the 
wage question and the check-off 
are not involved in this at all. 

I tell, you frankly that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will 
‘not order, nor will Congress pass 
legislation ordering, a_ so-called 
\Closed shop. It is true that by 
agreement between employers and 
employes in many plants of. vari- 
ous industries the closed shop is 
now in operation. This is a result 
of the legal collective bargaining, 
and not of Government compulsion 
on employers or employes. It is 
also true. that 95 per cent or more 
ot the employes in’ these particu- 
‘lar mines belong to the United

tack some of America’s fastest 
cargo-passenger liners have been 
equipped as armed merchant cruis- 
ers, these sources said. Al] recent- 
ly constructed American ships have 
been equipped with devices for 

' conversion into naval craft. 

Shipping firms operating passen- 
ger vessels to neutral nations, such 
as the American Export Line’s Lis- 
bon run, hope that their 
ships would not be armed because, 
they said, “guns invite attacks.” 
German bombers have been cir- 
cling Export ships near Lisbon for 
the last few months. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox de- 
clared the vote meant that both 
“ships and men will be available 
to deliver defense aid and materi- 
als” in such quantity and at such 
places as to aid materially those 
who oppose “Hitler and his at- 
tempted domination of the world.” 

President Roosevelt sent his 
personal thanks to Rayburn and 
Democratic Floor Leader .McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts. A secre- 
tary said the President was “na- 
urally pleased with the result.” 

Secretary of State Hull, whose 
services had been enlisted when 
it looked as if the legislation might 
be defeated, hailed the House’s ac- 
tion as “an exceedingly wise and 
timely decision.” 

But a much different appraisal 
came from Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, one of the ad- 
ministration’s bitterest critics on 
foreign policy. 

Roosevelt “can’t take us into 
war with that kind of a vote be- 
hind him,” Wheeler asserted. 

“If he can’t get more than a 
majority of 18 votes after exert- 
ing all the pressure he did, he had 
better go slowly because many of 
those who voted with him are not 
in favor of getting this country 
into war.” 

Division of Vote. 

The record showed 189 Demo- 
crats, 22 Republicans and one 
American-Labor party member 
voting for the resolution; 53 Dem- 
ocrats, 137 Republicans, one Farm- 
Laborite and three Progressives 
voted against it.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP). 


OUSE acceptance of the 
Senate amendment to the 
Neutfality Act left these 
provisions still in effect: 

American citizens may not 
travel aboard belligerent vessels 
except in accordance with pres- 
idential regulations. 

Americans may not deal in 
securities of belligerents. 

No person may solicit con- 
tributions in this country for 
belligerent governments. 

The President may prescribe 
regulations regarding the use 
of American ports by belligerent 
submarines or armed merchant- 
men. 

Foreign vessels are forbidden 
to fly the American flag. 

The National Munitions Con- 
trol Board may regulate muni- 
tions exports. 

The . President or Congress 
may proclaim the existence of 
a state of war between foreign 
states.

Langer, defending his right to a 
Senate seat in the fifth successive 
‘day of testimony, testified that he 
and the lawyer, Thomas Sullivan, 
had agreed verbally to share equal- 
ly in stock of $55,000 par value in 
the land finance company, a con- 
cern holding Mexican land and 
claims to expropriated Mexican 
areas. 

This agreement, made while 
Langer was Governor of North Da- 
kota, had no bearing on the fact 
that Sullivan later.represented the 
Great Northern Railroad when it 
sought and obtained, in 1938, a re- 
duction in its North Dakota taxes, 
the Senator said. 

While visiting Sullivan’ on an- 
other matter, Langer said, he 
agreed to sell $25,000 worth of the 
stock to the Chicago attorney and 
was paid $5000 in cash immediate- 
ly, under a written contract on 
which subsequent installments were 
to be paid. | 

When Sullivan finally completed 
the payments with a $12,000 check, 
the witness said he and the attor- 
ney agreed verbally that they 
would “go 50-50” on all of the $55,- 
000 par value stock that Langer 
owned. None of this stock ever was 
delivered to Sullivan, no written 
agreement was made as to his 
ownership and no official notifica- 
tion was given to the company, 
Langer said. 

Under cross-examination by for- 
mer Senator E. R. Burke of Ne- 
braska, attorney for the petitioners. 
seeking to unseat the North Da- 
kotan, Langer said he kept the 
stock in his desk. When Burke in- 
quired where the shares were now, 
the witness replied:+ “I wish I 
knew.” 

He said his desk in the Govern- 
or’s office was ransacked during a 
Federal Court trial of himself and 
others on conspiracy charges. 

“They broke into my desk and 
took some ‘life insurance policies 
and I haven’t seen the stock since,”

HE British naval successes in 

the Mediterranean, taken to- 

gether with -Prime Minister 
Churchill’s announcement of a 
shift of British naval power ‘to the 
Indian and Pacific Oceans, are sig- 
nificant of the changes in naval 
distribution brought about as a re- 
sult of the assumption by the 
‘United States Navy of responsibil- 
ity for the sea lanes from North 
America to Iceland. 
This has released a good many 
British ships for duty elsewhere, 
and two other factors have oper- 
ated to increase British naval 
strength—the completion of repairs 
in‘ American yards to several pow- 
erful units of the Royal Navy, and 
the commissioning of new naval 
construction in all categories. The 
destruction of the Bismarck, and 
'the neutratization of - the’ Scharn- 
.horst and Gneisenau in Brest, have 
likewise eased British naval respon- 
sibilities in the North Atlantic, as 
far as capital ships are concerned. 
As to the Mediterranean, it is 
quite clear that the British fleet 
under Sir Andrew Cunningham has 
been reinforced in ships and air- 
craft, and is now operating deter- 
minedly to cut the lifeline of the 
Axis armies in North Africa. The 
successful attack Sunday on an 
Axis convoy by two light cruisers 
and two destroyers coincided with 
submarine operations which took 
almost an equal toll of Axis mer- 
chant shipping, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that these are only the 
opening moves in an intensified 
campaign against the supply route 
on which Gen. Rommel’s army de- 
pends for its munitions and food, 
Italians’ Flight. 
The present worth of the much 
battered Italian fleet is eloquently 
demonstrated by the fact that two 
heavy cruisers armed with eight- 
inch guns abandoned their destroy- 
ers and the merchant ships for 
whose safety they were responsible 
and fled away from two British 
cruisers of half their size carrying 
only six-inch guns. This fact fur- 
ther suggests that reported Ger- 
man plans to man Italian war— 
ships with German officers and 


These are the conditions which 
British strategy would naturally

N the Battle for Moscow the 
Russians are applying on a 
A grand scale all the methods of 
anti-tank warfare developed dur- 
itg nearly five months of conflict 
with Hitler’s army. This is a war 
primarily of machines and espe- 
cially of tanks, with tanks paving 
the way for practically every Ger- 
man advance, 

With the Nazis enjoying a tank 
superiority of as much as three to 
one in some sectors perhaps the 
biggest Russian problem has been 
‘how to offset this advantage. The 
magnificent defense of Moscow 
shows how much the Red Army 
has. learned and how much it is 
profiting from the lessons of ex- 
perience. 

In’ no stage of the war have the 
Germans run up against a more 
concentrated anti-tank defense 
than at the approaches to Moscow. 
Next to the rugged fighting quali- 
ties of the Soviet troops, which 
is of the first importance, nothing 
accounts so much for the slowing 
up of the German attack on the 
capital as these anti-tank precau- 
tions. 


More ‘Tank Destroyers.’ 


The Russians are trying to off- 
set the numerical superiority of 
the German tanks through maxi- 
mum utilization of artillery and in- 
fantry. Through the creation of 
tighter and deeper zones of anti- 
tank barriers, and through train- 
ing thousands of additional men 
as “tank destroyers” — men of 
reckless nerve and cool heads who 
are not afraid to tackle these ma- 
chines at close quarters. 

All these factors supplement the 
work of Russia’s efficient but 
heavily outnumbered tanks corps 
and air force. 

The ratio of German tank su- 
periority may be greater today 
than it was at the beginning of 
the war. Yet it is noteworthy that 
the German advance proceeds at a 
slower pace than before. The Rus- 
sians know now that it takes a lot 
more to withstand the impact of 
a wedge of German tanks than 
they at first believed, 

Before I left Moscow I saw the 
anti-tank work in process. Men 
and women with picks and shovels 
swarmed over the landscape in a 
spectacle of mass labor, for which 
parallels can be found only in his- 
tory books. They were digging 
miles of ditches as wide and as 
deep as a tugboat canal. At key

‘Iron Porcupines.’ 


One of the most striking sights 
were the long lines of obstacles 
made of crossed girders looking 
like giant versions of “Jacks,” play- 
things of American children. The 
Russians call them iron porcupines. 
There were plenty of tank traps, 
too, known here as wolf holes. 
Some mines had been laid in rows, 
and barbed wire strung and con- 
crete pillboxes built at command- 
ing points. It is not surprising 
that the German tanks are find- 
ing the going tougher. 

The Russians are putting heavy 
emphasis on the importance of 
“tank destroyers” and stories of 
the exploits of these daring de- 
tachments appear almost daily in 


the Soviet press. These men are 
armed only with grenades, bottles 
of combustible liquid and revolvers. 
They lie in ambush at points where 
Nazi tanks are likely to appear, 
often under cover of artillery, 
which remains silent until the “de- 
stroyers” have begun their attack. 

When tanks are sighted the “de- 
stroyers” seek cover, uncork their 
bottles and load them with phials 
containing a combustible mixture. 
Not until the tanks are within 15 
or 20 yards are these men sup- 
posed to make their appearance 
and toss their grenades or bottles. 
They are usually under orders to 
attack the tanks at the front and 
rear of the advancing unit, with 
the aim of cutting the line of es- 
cape for the remaining tanks. As 
the engine is generally at the back 
end of a tank, this is their tar- 
get. 

One dispatch from Moscow tells 
how 50 German tanks were de- 
stroyed in such an operation. It 
is claimed that a Red Army Ser- 
geant and his group of “destroy- 
ers” ambushed a detachment of 
tanks on the highway west of 
Moscow and set eight of them 
afire. The rest of the German 
unit was caught between the flam- 
ing tanks and, unable to advance 
or retreat, were finished of by 
Soviet artillery, according to the 
story. 

The artillery is being utilized in

The Forced Saving Pian. 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RECENT letter in this column stated 
that control of inflation demands the 
simultaneous use of many different meas- 
ures, including price-fixing, rationing of 
both producers’ and consumers’ goods, 
and a huge cut in consumer purchasing 
power, to offset the great increase in 
buying power as a result of the huge ex- 
pansion of industry to handle defense 
needs. Control of inflation 
does involve all these steps, but it de- 
mands even more and stronger control 
measures. 
In this matter we may take a lesson 
from the British. Hngland tried price- 
control and rationing in attempts to con- 
trol inflation, and although these meas- 
ures were successful to some extent, they 
were found to be insufficient; inflation 
progressed dangerously in spite of them. 
More taxes were added to the English- 
man’s already heavy tax burden in an 
effort to reduce the individual's purchas- 
ing power, so that he could not make 
demands upon production which was 
needed to manufacture the materials of 
war. 
As a last measure, the British resorted 
to a. plan for the control of inflation 
which had been proposed years ago and 
had been laughed down as being too ad- 
vanced, This is the 
Keynes plan of forced lending. . The 
Keynes plan was adopted in April of 1941, 
and although it is still in the experi- 
mental stage, it has shown more promise 
of solving the inflation problem than 
has any other plan. 
The Keynes plan is a plan of increased 
taxation and saving, a plan whereby the 
individual is forced to lend money to the 
Government. The individual’s income 
tax is increased, but a part of the taxes 
he pays is put into a postal savings ac- 
count to his personal credit. 
At the end of the war, the Government 
will return to each individual the money 
deposited in his account. For example: 
If a man has an income of $1000 a year, 
he pays the Government $188 of it in 
taxes, of which $48 is deposited in an ac- 
count to his credit, to be returned to him 
at the end of the war. , 
married, he pays $110 in taxes, and $60 of 
this is placed in the account. The Keynes 
plan is, therefore, a plan of forced saving 
as well as forced lending. 
There is now going on in the United 
_ States an incipient trend toward a plan 
ofthis type. Social Security taxes are 
going up, and this may easily be regarded 
as a plan of forced saving and lending 
to the Government. There is a similarity 
between the Keynes plan and the in- 
creases in Social Security taxes which is, 
indication toward a plan of 
forced saving in the United States.

matically the fact that we are engaged in a naval war 
with the Axis Powers. The country is determined 
te maintain Anglo-American supremacy on the seas, 
Perhaps, if we knew, already the Kearny and Reuben 
James tragedies have been avenged in full measure. 
In any ease, Mr. Churchill's figures show that Brit- 
ish shipping losses have diminished by almost two- 
thirds in the last four months, while in the same 
period a million tons of Axis shipping were sunk or 
seriously damaged. 

Mr. Roosevelt originally proposed that the Neu- 
trality Act be revised only to permit the arming of 
merchant ‘ships, but the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee amended the bill to permit also the en- 
trance of American ships to combat zones. It was 
that amendment the House approved yesterday, since 
it had already voted for the arming of merchant 
ships. The removal of these restrictions gives the 
United States a freer hand in its policy of getting 
the materials and supplies to beleaguered nations. 

The Neutrality Act was conceived with the finest 
intention and it received the votes and commenda- 
tion of many who have now been forced by the turn 
of events to change their position. Its fatal weak- 
ness is,that wars are >roduced by great forces which 
sweep away any sets of technical rules or safe- 
guards which may be manufactured to avert them. 
As a blueprint, the Neutrality Act looked good when 
it was enacted, but it has been torn to shreds by the 
tremendous movements that have been loosed in 
the world. 

There never was any doubt, despite the compara- 
tive closeness of yesterday’s House vote, that Con- 
gress would act as it did. A refusal to end the Neu- 
trality Act restrictions would signify Congress did 
not mean what it said when the Lease-Lend Act was 
passed, or was too timid, once that action was taken, 
to make lease-lend 100 per cent effective. Such a 
refusal would have been a reflection on national 
courage and national determination, and America 
has never been found lacking in those two qualities.

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REAL INCOME TAKES A CUT. 

In September, the national cash income was over 
eight billion dollars, and money flowed into the 
‘pockets of Americans at the most abundant rate on 
record. Total money income for all Americans 
bankers, clerks, salesmen, farmers, WPA employes 
and persons on relief—was nearly a billion higher in 
September than in August, the Department of 
Commerce reports, 

Yet this show of unprecedented prosperity was 
merely a deceptive front. Prices rose as well as cash 
income. A fatter pay envelope was offset by higher 
prices at the butcher's, fhe baker’s, the grocery coun- 
ter and the retail store. Many workers who had 
pay increases found themselves no better off than 
before. Like the man going the wrong way on the 
escalator, they had to run to stay in the same place. 
Cash income for many other Americans did not 
increase. Their pay checks bore the same old fig- 
ures, and, considering what their'money would pur- 
chase, their real intome was lower, Because prices 
were higher, their dollars could buy less. 

The report emphasized the importante of effective 
measures to check inflation, including a ceiling over 
wages as well as over rents and commodity prices. 
Wages help make prices ascend, but when the ascen- 
sion gets under way, wages, sooner or later, are in- 
evitably left far behind. 

A $6-a+week raise is little comfort to John Smith 
if eggs go to 60 cents a dozen, if shoes are $12 a pair 
and if a new suit can be had only for what to him 
is a King’s ransom. When inflation comes, the wage- 
earner and salaried employe always get the short end 
of the stick. 

That is why it is to their advantage to see that in- 
flation is prevented and that whatever measures 
are necessary to that end are enacted.

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END OF A CIVIL SERVICE CONTROVERSY. 

Both the City Counselor’s office and the Civil 
Service Commission’s special counsel have issued 
opinions approving the continued functioning of the 
old Efficiency Board until the new agency is fully 
organized.

Mean- 
while, the new group will have an excellent oppor- 
tunity to interview prospects for the post of Per- 
sonnel Director, when the National Municipal League 
holds its annual conference here next week. After 
that position is filled, by appointment by the Mayor 
from a list of three prepared by the commission, the 
Efficiency Board will go out of existence.

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THE GOVERNOR AND THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 

Although only two of the four places on the State 
Highway Commission will be vacated on Dec. 1, 
Gov. Donnell has announced that he may request 
the resignation of the other two members to open 
the way for the appointment of an entirely new 
Commission. 

Undoubtedly, professional G. O. P. politicians have 
been urging him to adopt such a course. But, judg- 
ing by the Governor's general attitude toward ap- 
pointments, he would not make a major move of 
this kind for purely partisan or spoils purposes. It is 
much more likely that he is considering a clean 
sweep because it has been urged on him by disin- 
terested persons with a constructive interest in the 
roads of Missouri, 

There hag long been @ feeling that the Commission 
has been somewhat wanting in vigor; that it has 
failed to map an adequate highway program for the 
State; that it has been slow to support proposals 
to this end, and equally slow to condemn such 
schemes as the Missouri Farmers’ Association pro- 
posal of a year ago which would have turned high- 
way funds over to the courthouse rings. 

There is also a feeling that in Lieut. Col. Claude 
C, Earp and Edward W. Gray, whose terms expire 
next month, the Commission is losing its strongest 
members. The other two, Robert B. Brooks of St. 
Louis and H. G, Simpson of Charleston, have been 
more freely criticised. 

It is a practical impossibility for any Highway 
Commissioner to escape criticism. Too many persons 
have positive notions of what should be done—espe- 
cially in their own immediate neighborhoods. No 
Commission should ever yield to that kind of gec- 
tionalism. It must realize that.it has a State-wide 
job. It must see it whole, Beyond that, this vision 
must be transformed into a practical program. 

It seems gafe to say that the Governor is aware 
of these considerations, and that, if he decides on a 
house-cleaning, it will be because he believes the 
holdover ‘Commissioners to be short on action, and 
not becatise he has decided to prepare a feast for 
the spolismen.

This board, organized for work at 
the very height of the strike wave, met and 
adjourned for two weeks. 

Why? Because the Secretary of Labor 
took no action, and the board, when it first 
met, had nothing to do.

Memories of a turbulent child- 
hood in Washington, Mo., during 
Civil War days, are still fresh in

Mrs. Harles, whose hearing and 
eyesight are only slightly impaired 
by her advanced years, sat in 
a rocking chair and told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter of her life 
as it was more than three-quarters 
of a century ago. ! 

“Some things I don’t remember 
very well any more,” she said, “but 
at night when I can’t sleep well, 
recollections of people and things 
that happened to me years ago are 
much clearer. I can still remem- 
ber, for instance, the Sunday in 
1861 when a-band of Confederate 
guerrillas rode into town, took my 
crippled brother from his home and 
shot him because he refused to 
give them a horse he didn’t even 
have. 

Parents Died of Cholera. 

“When my husband went off to 
join the State Militia, we lived in 
constant fear of these outlaws, who 
sometimes used to take everything 
a farmer had. And I can remem- 
ber when my parents died of chol- 
era when I was only 13 years old. 

“But my recollections aren’t all 
like that. There were some pleas- 
ant ones, too. I can remember’ 
clearly the 80-acre farm of my 
family—and the little Missouri 
River packets on their way up to 
Glasgow, Liberty and Westport 
Landing.” 

But Mrs. Harles, in spite of her 
100 years, still likes to read the 
papers, toy with the radio and lis- 
ten to other people talk. Music, she 
says, lulls her to sleep, but she lis- 
tens attentively to political talks 
and sports broadcasts. The war, 
however, doesn’t interest her. It's 
like an old, old story, she said — 
after hearing it told and retold, it

How- 
ever, naval aviation is of all its 
departments that in which the 
Japanese fleet is weakest as com- 
pared with the American, and 
Japanese aircraft production is so 
small as to be utterly unable to 
replace the losses of war. Hence, 
the Japanese fleet could not hope 
to use opportunity to offset weak- 
ness; indeed, if it ventured out 
from its bases it could expect only 
to be brought to action under con- 
ditions considered favorable by the 
American commander, whose st- 
perior aviation would enable him 
to obtain information while deny- 
ing it to the Japanese, and to 
choose the conditions under which 
he would bring about a fleet en- 
gagement. 

The fact is that the Japanese 
are caught in a trap of their own 
making, and that neither by land 
nor sea nor in the air do they 
have even a glimmer of a chance 
of victory if they now appeal to 
arms against the preponderant 
forces which encircle them.

BRITON WARNS OF POST-WAR 
LOSS OF TRADE IN AMERICAS 


Cites Lease-Lend as Factor, Says 
England Is Due Consideration 
for Use of Its Seapower. 

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—A sug- 
gestion that trade organizations of 
the United States and the other 
American republics should not ex- 
pect to survive at the expense of 
the British after the war came yes- 
terday from Sir Patrick Hannon, 
president of the Institute of Ex- 
port.

Be- 
fore the mobilization began ours 
was down to 8 to 5 per cent: For 
the pneumonia cases so far this 
year, it stands at seven-tenths of 
1 per cent, 

“Taking off the debit side first, 
one element in that showing may 
have been the fact that everybody |« 
is so eager to demonstrate 
chemotherapy. Many cases. may 
have been called pneumonia which 
previously would have been only 
‘deep bronchitis,’ perhaps. But 
even if you say 20 per cent of the 
cases belonged in that group, that 
death rate still is remarkably low. 
Factors clearly on the profit side 
were not only chemotherapy, but 
better methods of géneral treat- 
ment and better facilities.” 

“The mobilization was better 
planned,” he said in reference to 
the improved general showing in 
low incidence of disease. “The 
induction of men was more gradual 
than in the mass mobilization of 
the World War. There was more 
care in the selection of men. There 
were more adequate facilities for 
housing them. 

“We still haven’t enough re- 
serve officers, but we do have ex- 
cellent facilities for the health of 
the troops.” 


Chief Danger. 

Of significance in relation to his 
special interest in pneumonia, Col. 
Simmons saw the respiratory in- 
fections, and the wider group of 
epidemic diseases which make 
their first attack by the respira- 
tory channels, as the chief con- 
cern of today’s medical defenses. 
Modern sanitation and safeguards 
of water, milk and food supplies 
have ended the ancient dread of 
typhoid and related scourges of the 
field; the enteric diseases have 
been whipped.

to the immunization program

typhoid and smallpox, and yet 
others are ready in reserve. Tet- 
anus toxoid is given now on induc- 
tion to obviate any possible com- 
plications in maintenance of sup- 
ply under stress as well as in the 
occasional ill effect of antitoxin 
given at the time of injury. A 
“T” and the date of immunization 
are placed on the identification 
tag, which also, under a program 
nearing completion, will show the 
soldier’s blood type as an extra 
precaution despite the new facility 
of transfusion with plasma or 
dried plasma.

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Higher Taxes Ex- 
actly Wrong An- 
swer to Keep Price 
Levels Down.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. 
must remember,” wrote 

Mr. Roosevelt to Chair- 

man Doughton, asking for 
greatly increased taxes, “that tax- 
ation is a necessary complement 
of price control because the con- 
tinuing effectiveness of price con- 
trol is largely the restriction of 
the demand for goods.” 

“The President is completely 
right in this,” says the New York 
Times. It went even farther and 
said that “taxation is the basic 
means of preventing inflation, for 
it strikes at the causes of infla- 
tion, whereas price controls mere- 
ly strike at the effects,” 

It would be of great benefit to 
this country to have this woary 
nonsense argued to its death. In- 
flation means just one thing. It 
means high prices for what you 
buy. 

Anybody that doesn’t know that 
high taxes mean high prices 
should reflect that the tax per 
package on cigarettes is six cents 
and that this alone makes that 
package cost him from one-third 
to one-half more than he would 
pay otherwise. Or, if he drives 
an automobile he might ask the 
percentage of price that is made 
up purely of Federal, state and 
‘local taxes. He will find that 
without these taxes his price 
would be from half to a third 
lower. 
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Nobody was ever more eloquent | gree 


in making this point clear than 
Roosevelt in his speech at Pitts- 
burgh in 1932. There he showed 
how nearly all taxes reached the 
housewives’ market basket and 
said: 

“Taxes are paid in the sweat of 
every man who labors.” 

What these people are trying to 
say, and saying it precisely back- 
end-forward, is that higher taxes 
will make, not lower, but higher 
prices. They want higher prices 
because they say the common peo- 
ple, due to a defense boom, will 
soon have much money to spend 
and it is hoped to take it away 
from them in high taxes so that 
there will be more material avail- 
able for government.

No Proposals on Personnel. 
The group which called on the 
Governor today made no recom- 
mendations, as to personnel of the 
commission or to what extent it 
should be reorganized.

The activities of State High- 
way Department employes 
should “be girictly limited to the 
field of highway building and 
mainteriance, and all employes 
should immediately stop promot- 
ing, advocating, propagandizing 
and lobbying for higher taxes 
and indulging in other outside 
activities.”

Battle at Tula. 
At Tula, the main outpost on 
Moscow's southward defensés, 


some of the biggest tank battles 
of the present campaign have oc- 
curred during the last two weeks. 
Balked in their efforts to take the 
town by frontal assault, the Ger- 
mans outflanked the Russians and 
drove a wedge of tanks through 
to Tula on the Moscow highway 
back of the town. On this occa- 
sion, the Nazi tanks had the addi- 
tional protection of men with au- 
tomatic rifles, who marched behind 
the machines shielded by their ar- 
mor. 


The Soviet reports say Russian 
artillery, supported by Russian 
aviation, repulsed this dangerous 
thrust. This battle is cited as 
showing that the Soviet infantry is 
not easily overawed by masses of 
German tanks. The Russians call 
Tula the “tank graveyard.” 
German tank columns in some 
sectors are showing more caution 
as a result of their losses, being 
careful not to advance too far be- 
yond their infantry. The tactics of 
the German armored columns are 
becoming familiar to the Russians. 
In the majority of cases the Ger- 
mans throw the main weight of 
their attack at points of junction 
between Soviet units, seeking to 
drive a wedge between them and 
outflank them. This maneuver 
often has worked, but the Rus- 
sians are learning sae to cope 
with it. 


The Nazis are full of pee and 
“psychological attack” is one of 
their favorites. This takes many 
forms and is only rarely tried with 
tanks. The Russiaris tell one story, 
however; of a Nazi tank group 
which advanced at night with all 
its lights blazing, apparently aim- 
ing to create awe and panic among 
the Soviet ranks. It is claimed that 
the assault failed. 

Russian planes and tanks bear

OUTLOOK AHEAD OF 18 


U. S. Soon to Be Producing 
3,000,000 Pounds a Day, 
Dr. Jules Bebie Says. 


The United States today is in a 
better position to manufacture mil- 
itary explosives than it was in 1918, 
Dr, Jules Bebie, professor of chem- 
ical technology at Washington Uni- 
versity, told the- Engineers’ Club 
last night. .- 

“At least $400,000,000,” Dr. Bebie 
said, has been expended in erecting 
explosives ‘plants to replace those 
dismantled during the post-World 
War disarmament period. They 
soon ‘will be ‘producing explosives 
at the rate of 3,000,000 pounds a 
day, *he estimated. 

All the TNT manufactured at 
the Weldon Spring plant in St. 
Charles County would be useless, 
insofar as projectiles are con- 
cerned, without an adequate supply 
of propellant explosives, Dr. Bebie 
went on. He explained that TNT 
is used primarily as a bursting 
charge for shells, bombs, mines 
and torpedoes, all of which must 
be propelled to their destinations. 

New plants for the manufacture 
of TNT, besides Weldon Spring, are 
at Wilmington, Ill., and Sandusky, 
O., while the primary propellant, 
“smokeless” powder, is produced 
at the Radford plant in West Vir- 
ginia and at Charlestown, Ind., 
where the du Pont Co. operates 
the largest smokeless powder plant 
in the world, : 

Dr. Bebie who is in charge of 
Washington University’s engineer 
defense training course on explo- 
sives, pointed out that operation of 
new explosives and ammunition 
plants will require specifically- 
trained personnel. Six thousand 
trained men will be needed, he es- 
timated. 

He foresaw no shortage in 
TNT’s chief component, toluene, 
because recent processes have been 
developed to produce toluene from 
petroleum hydrocarbons. A $12,- 
671,477 toluene plant recently was 
completed at — Tex., he 
added.

Then the 
tribe must find a man also frus- 
trated and humiliated in his youth 
who, in order to compensate, needs 
to master the world. 

“This inadequate nation identi- 
fies itself with this inadequate 
leader until] both as one must 
prove superiority or die. The idea 
of the superior race ruled by the 
superman liberates all primitive 
drives. The end—their own ad- 
justment—justifies any means.” 

Finds Basis in Instinct. 
Although sociologists, geogra- 
phers and economists each have 
their own explanations for war, he 
said, the fact that conflict has oc- 
curred over and over, in all sorts 
of situations, indicates that it is 
fundamentally based on an instinc- 
tive love for killing. 

Although Indians, head hunters 
and cannibals freely expressed this 
instinct, more enlightened civiliza- 
tions found it necessary to “en- 
noble mass murder” by drawing 
up certain rules of the game, and 
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all rules ignored and no holds 
barred, are seen not only in Hitler, 
“a small man with a frustrated 
youth who has set out-to conquer 
the world to get relief from his 
inferiority feelings,” but also in “a 
nation of small people, long con- 
fined to a small area, who seek 
to adjust through conquest. Loss 
of face sets them wild; their im- 
mature leaders feel that they must 
prove their superiority or die.” 
Way to National Ha 

Happiness of nations and indi- 
viduals, he concluded, depends on 
a balance between the masculine, 
aggressive tendencies, and the fe- 


}male, passive traits. Aggressive 


pagan relations have been succeed- 
ed by the more passive Christian- 
ity, which “will prevail when Na- 
tional Secialism has been long for- 
gotten, since Christianity conforms 
to the structure of mankind and 
the fundamental laws of his be- 
havior.” 

“The cure for war,” he conclud- 
ed, “is an international mental 
hygiene movement which brings 
the understanding of men to such 
a pitch that no warped and dis- 
torted person driven by unsatisfi- 
able urges can victimize the normal 
and, through cheap tricks of mass 
deception, so play on the weakness 
of the human personality that it 
cun be led out to slaughter. A 
good psychiatrist in Vienna might 
have prevented Hitler, but it will 
take the organization of all edu- 
cate¢ people so to enlighten the 
world that war will not only be 
outlawed but its very roots re- 
moved.” 

Paper on Morale. 
Dr. Wilson’s talk on the elimina- 
tion of the psychological basis of 
war was followed by a paper on 
national morale and methods of 
improving efficiency in waging 
war by Dr. Hamilton B. Ford of 
Galveston, Tex. 
Mental effects of fear ,on sol- 
diers, Dr.. Ford said, are alleviated 
by feelings of security arising 
from group action, expectation of 
rewards for valor, and opportunity 
to express their hatred for other 
nations, all of which are denied to 
civilians or to soldiers merely in 
training. 
Civilian morale in America could 
be improved, he thought, by more 
forceful leadership, a clearer defi- 
nition of our objectives, and more 
intelligent propaganda. 

Dr. William’ K. Keller of Louis- 
ville and Dr. Sidney IL. Schwab of

The sulfonamides did not destroy 
disease organisms, but merely | 
checked their growth and enabled 
the disease-resisting cells of the 
body to destroy them and effect 
the final cure, it was explained by 
Dr. W. Barry Wood Jr., a football 
star at Harvard a few years ago 
and now on the faculty of the 
Johns Hopkins University School 
of Medicine, 

The action of the sulfa drugs is 
blocked by a chemical akin to the 
vitamins, which is produced in the 
body and found in pus, and also 
contained in a local anesthetic, he 
said, in a chemo-therapy sympo- 
sium presented in the section on 
medicine. 


Another Doctor’s Report. 
Sulfanilamide derivatives are ef- 
fective in treating staphylococcal 
as well as pneumococcal and 
mixed post-operative pneumonias, 
says Dr. Theodore J. Abernathy of 
Washington. In serious or compli- 
cated cases, he added, best results 
were obtained by combining 
chemo-therapeutic treatment. 
Their uses in surgery were out- 
lined by Dr. Warfield M. Firor, 
also of Johns Hopkins. Sulfanila- 
mide is disappointing in abscess 
cases because of the presence of 
the inhibiting chemical in pus, he 
said. 

He reported wide variation of 
opinion regarding its use in 
wounds, and the whole question 
of sulfonamides in wartime wounds 
is largely unsettled. If a wound 
can be treated within two hours 
under ideal conditions, the use of 
sulfa compounds is unnecessary, 
althought in emergency cases such 
as those of the battlefield, he 
explained, physicians were forced 
to rely on them to prevent in- 
fections, 

A sulfadiazine compound sprayed 
on burns produces a transparent 
coating that looks like cellophane, 
through which the healing process 
can be observed. Its advantages 
are that it is mildly anesthetic, 
highly antiseptic and transparent, 
he concluded, although its disgad- 
vantages include damage to the 
liver should too much of it. be 
used, and the fact that it must 
be applied every hour makes it 
expensive and difficult to use. 

Another recently developed sulfa 
compound has proved helpful. in 
checking infection in operations 
on the colon, he concluded, al- 
though it proved toxic in same 
cases and a newer derivative is 
just now being tried and “repre- 
sents a great advance.” 


In Bacterial Infection. 


“Striking benefits” in cases of 
acute bacillary dysentery through 
the use of sulfanilylguanidine 
was reported by Dr. George M. 
Lyon of Huntington, W. Va., while 
in other sections of the convention 
doctors reported that sulfanilamide 
derivatives cured a high percent- 
age of cases of venereal diseases, 
trachoma and epidemic meningitis. 

Summarizing the opiniong ex- 
pressed in the symposium, Dr. 
Wood said the three chief prob- 
lems still unsolved in sulfonamide 
therapy were a better understand- 
ing of its mode of action, the dis- 
covery of some form of the drug 
effective against typhoid, tubercu- 
losis and virus diseases, and the 
discovery of a sulfa compound 
which would work in the presence 
of the inhibiting body chemical. 
“However,” he concluded, “it must 
be admitted that its use has revo- 
lutionized the treatment of bac- 
terial infections.” 

An amazing number of the most 
itching or inflammatory problems 
that confront the skin specialist 
are made for him by the layman, 
the druggist or even the doctor, 
Dr. Howard King of Nashville, 
Tenn., remarked in his address as 
chairman of the dermatology sec- 
tion. 

His subject was “Boric Acid” and 
he warned at the outset that he 
meant “not so much to extol its 
virtues as to decry the abuses of 
antiseptics and other things’”—to 
use it “as an umbrella covering a 
resting place from which various 
excursions are made into many 
fields.” 

Public Delighted in Novelties. 

“The American public, including 
the doctor, has become infatuated 
with new things, new remedies, 
new drugs,” he said, somewhat 
wearily. “We are living in such a 
fast and progressive age that it is 
no wonder we become intrigued by 
the glamour of new colored drugs 
having catchy names or carrying 
fascinating stories of their great 
virtue. 

“In treating wounds, abrasions 
and some skin lesions, the surgeon 
or practitioner are prone to use 
some new-fangled antiseptic. He 
falls for colors, red, blue, yellow 
and green. He would scorn an old- 
timer like boric acid.

Guggenheim wrote that this be- 
was “in the solemn form of 
a testament to the affection and 
regard I hAve always held for the 
school and my appreciation of the 
education I received there.” 

He also expressed in a substan- 
tial way “the affectionate regard 
in which I hold the State of Colo- 
rado and its people,” leaving $200,- 
000 to the University of Colorado 
at Boulder, Colo.; $100,000 to the 
School of Mines at Golden, Colo., 
and $100,000 to Colorado Seminary 
for the use of the University of 


The John Simon Guggenheim 
Memorial Foundation named for 
his ‘son, received the residue of 
the estate and remainder and con- 
tingent interest in all established 


The Guggenheim Foundation pro- 
vides scholarships for students of 
the United States and ‘Latin-Amer- 
ica for advanced study in science 
or fine art, It was established in 
1925 with an endowment of $3,000,-

heim, he left an annuity of $18,000

not the wild boar, as I learned 
after a strenuous week hunting 


and craggy Tellicos of East Ten- 
nessee, recently. Not the boar bux 
the black bear rules this neck of 
the woods—as a battle to death 
proved one night on the trip here. 

The scene of the battle was atop 
Wautcheechee Mountain, about 10 
miles south -of this little hamlet 
from which we were aroused at 
10 p. m. by a phone call from 


a forest ranger telling our party 
of the fight. The cause was two- 
fold, natural enmity and the de- 
sire for food. 


Bear vs. Boar— 
The Fighi Starts. 


When we arrived at the fire 
tower we had a ringside seat for 
hearing although nothing could 
be seen. Deep down in a ravine 
oc uld be heard he heavy breath- 
ing of the two powerful beasts, 
the driving of the hog’s sharp 
hooves over the rocks and the 
thudding whacks of the bear's 
huge paws. Over all this clearly 
came the growls of both bear and 
hog, for the boar growls almost as 
fiercely and as loudly as the bear. 


On and on the two fought fero- 
ciously with screams interrupting 
the growls as either the bear’s 
knife-like claws Tipped through 
the boar’s tough hide or as the 
boar’s razor-keen tusks slashed at 
his’ adversary’s stomach. When we 
arrived the warden said the two 
had been in actual combat for 
nearly 20 minutes although they 
spent fully another 10 preparing 
for it. 


After nearly 40 minutes of fight- 
ing the screams of the boar be- 
came almost continuous, plenty of 
evidence that he was passing out 
in agony. The hillsman and the 
warden exchanged knowing 
glances. They had heard similar 
battles before and they knew the 


end was near. Then came a sin- 
gle ferocious roar from the boar, 
the sound of beast mauling beast 
—then silence, 


Almost an hour later we felt the 
bear had gorged himself and it 
seemed safe to venture out. We 
carried searchlights but there was 
no mistaking the place. Unlike 
the terribly rough terrain, the com- 
bat arena was leveled of all shrub- 
bery and saplings by the terrific 
clash of the beasts. Everywhere 
was evidence of the battle. Espe- 
cially at the center of the clearing 
where the carcass of the boar had 
been dragged from his last at- 
tempted retreat. His stomach was 
wide open and one entire ham had 
been devoured.

This writer never has experi- 
enced efforts as exhausting as 
those demanded by a boar hunt. 
There were times, many of them, 
when the hunters felt that they 
could no longer carry on over 
snow-capped and cloud-laden 
mountain peaks. Still they did. 

During the past 20 hours since 
we returned from bagging our 
tusker, the arnica, a couple of hot 
meals and a good night’s sleep 
have given us a different outlook. 

Next year we hope to be back. 
We'll be wiser and in better phys- 
ical trim, for words will never im- 
press an individual with the real 
exertion necessary to successfully 
go through a wild boar hunt.

Clark said yes- 
terday that the only measures 
that have any chance of passage 
by the Senate at this late date in 
the session are through unanimous 
consent and he is therefore wait- 
ing to bring up the judgeship bill 
at a time when it will meet with 
no objection. The opposition of 
Judge Davis to an additional 
judgeship has made this more dif- 
ficult, Clark said.

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The Care’ of the Skin 


By Dr. Mary MacFadyen | :

Te word “pore” actually refers 


glands of the skin, but by “en- 
larged pores” we mean the dilated 
openings of the oil glands. 


The pitted scars of acne may be 


mistaken for enlarged pores. These 
tiny scars are sometimes treated 
by physicians who specialize in 
skin diseases; by skin “peeling” 
or other measures the scars are 
minimized. 


Any daily routine for the skin 
that has enlarged pores should 
have strict skin cleanliness as its 
mainstay. This type of skin is 
usually oily and should be washed 
three or four or even more times 
a day. Don’t steam the face too 
much, however; the heat may make 
the condition worse by relaxing the 
skin, and the oil glands may be 
stimulated to increased activity. 
After bathing the face, rub with 
ice or hold a cold wet cloth against 
the skin. 


Try skipping powder occasion- 
ally, if your skin has enlarged 
pores. ‘Use lipstick, of course, to 
give color to the face. Such a 
skin may look better when it is 
clean and freshly scrubbed and

- Education Must Not Be Aloof

OR most people the word edu- 
F cation has a far-off sound. It 

recalls men in black robes and 
funny, stiff headdress, formal men 
wearing spectacles and cold man- 
ners, men who talk in rolling 
periods, using three and five-syl- 
labled words that might be for- 
eign language to many of us. It 
calls up pictures of stately build- 
ings, formal buildings with the 
same aloofness as the educators 
express in robes and caps and 
speech and practice. 

Something removed from every- 
day people and everyday life, 
something stately and dignified 
and cold and expensive, is what 
education means to the people. 

And yet education is the one 


way that leads the people to. 


happy, successful, intelligent liv- 
ing. It is, it must be, the force 
closest to the lives of the people, 
part of them, the moving force 


within them. It must be. . 
2° RD 
The people’s children’ must 


know education as the vital force 
of their lives, the one thing need- 
ful for their healthy, successful 
growth. The schools and colleges 
must understand their places in 
the lives of the common people, 
for they are the only people to be 
served by them. From them must 
come the support, the spirit and 
the increase. 

Education must cease to stand 
aloof, looking in condescension up- 
on the crowds who press against 
its entrance. Instead of looking 
down its nose at the eager, push- 
ing throng crying for intellectual 
it must come among us, 
carrying the bread of life, offering 
it freely, in service, not as a royal 
favor, 

Education means the process of 
bringing out the best qualities in 
children, youth and maturity. It 
cannot be a putting-in, an imposi- 
tion on, a creation in the jmage 
of the teacher or the school.

The student is the beginning and 
the end of the matter, not the 
rules, not the courses, not the tra- 
ditions. What the student needs 
is to make him the most efficient, 
the most useful, the happlest pres- 
entation of himself that his abil- 
ity and the teaching force of the 


*community can produce. 


To achieve this end the schools 
must get into the life of the com- 
munity they serve and make pro- 
vision for the varied kinds and 
forms of instruction, and experi- 
ence, that the needs of the chil- 
dren, youth and adults demand. 

This means a loosening up of 
the schools in terms of administra- 
tion, equipment and instruction. It 


means a closer tie-up of school 
and community, a greater liberal- 
ity of support,*a more personal 
interest in the work of the educa- 
tional system. It means less for- 
mality, less red tape, less uppish- 
ness on the part of the school dig- 
nitaries. 

It means more service, more con- 
secration, more humility on the 
part of school administrators.

This, of 
course, is no news to the old gaffer 
who can tell when a storm is brew- 
ing on account of his knees and 
fingers.

HUMIDITY DOES play a part. 
The arthritic feels better on cold, 
dry days than on cold, damp days; 
also better on hot, dry days; and 
on hot, humid days they may 
feel worse than in winter. De- 
spite the cold none of Scott’s or 
Shackleton’s arctic explorers had 
rheumatism or arthritic symptoms, 

Despite the shifts in tempera- 
ture between winter days and 
nights in Arizona, arthritic pa- 
tients feel better there because of 
the stability of barometric pres- 
sure and humidity. 

Of importance for al] arthritics 
is what Leonard Hill in “Rheu- 
matism and Climate” called the 
“micro-climate” of home and work- 
ing place. Here temperature and 
dampness can make the arthritic 
very uncomfortable.

The Balanced Diet 


By Forrest Williams 


T is easy enough to prepare a 

balanced diet that is plentifully 

supplied with both nutrition 
elements and also color appeal. 
That doesn’t mean the housewife 
need search for expensive, unusual 
or hard-to-get foods which require 
special preparation for the table. 
On the contrary, the regular, or- 
dinary, natural foods she is serv- 
ing day after day, bought from 
her regular market, are all she 
needs. But which of these foods 
she shall serve is the important 
thing to remember, For locked in 
these foods are the vitamins, the 
minerals, the energy - producing 
factors that make strong, healthy 
beautiful bodies. 

Milk, of course, heads the list. 
It has vitamins, minerals and nu- 
trition which all the family needs, 
from infant to the oldest member. 
For the growing child a quart per 
day; for adults at least one pint. 
The milk may be drunk as liquid 
or used in cooking custards, soups, 
etc. 

A daily serving of vegetables,

using a plentiful amount of green, 
leafy vegetables, and also a yellow 
fruit or vegetable. Don’t spoil the 
vitamin content of these by cook- 
ing them too long, and don’t throw 
away the juices or water in which 
they are cooked, for that means a 
big loss of vitamins which have 
been dissolved in the water. 

At least one egg a day for every 
member of the family, either raw, 
cooked or used in preparing some 
dish. One serving of meat a day, 
which may be alternated through 
the week with fish, chicken or 
fowl, Whole wheat bread, bread 
made from enriched flour, cereals 
made from whole grains, or en- 
riched cereals every day.

all are included in this combina- 


tion which, because it offers every-. 
thing modern science knows about 


proper nutrition, is called the “bal- 
anced diet.” It contains the “pro- 
tective” foods; foods high in vita- 
min content; and has a good sup- 
ply of the mineral elements. This 
is the diet for a healthier nation.
